Fertilize 
Lawns 
In The Spring, 


Hughes Advises 


“At about this time, or a little 
earlier, home owners scatter seed 
over their lawns expecting to have 
a good heavy turf during the sum­ 
mer.” states Farm Adviser C. A. 
Hughes. “However, experience has 
shown that lawns and pastures are 
thin from infertile soil rather than 
lack of seed. A thin, sparse lawn 
usually indicates a thin soil. Per­ 
haps the best way to handle a thin 
lawn may be described as follows: 
“ First, if a great deal of sub­ 
soil has been thrown up from the 
basement, it is usually a good 
plan to put a little black dirt or 
humus on it along with some fertil 
izer containing potash and phos­ 
phate—no particular need to buy 
a fertilizer with nitrogen in it for 
this application. If the lawn has 
plenty of black dirt on it, an ap­ 
plication of fertilizer will not hurt. 
If there is no grass growing in the 
lawn a t all and the dirt is fresh, 
obviously it will have to be seeded. 
Grass seed should be sown very 
early, probably in March. At this 
time of year, on a new lawn, we 
would suggest that grass be .seed­ 
ed with a thin seeding of oats to 
keep the dirt from washing from 
heavy rains. 
When grass begins 
to grow, if the grass is thin, nitrate 
of soda or ammonium sulphate may 
be used to make a luscious green 
growth. A great deal of care must surplus corn will go into h 
be taken in the use of either of 
these fertilizers. 
We suggest a 
pound of fertilizer, nitrate or sul­ 
phate, in a tub of water, sprinkling 
this over 3 or 4 square rods of lawn 
with a sprinkling can. This may 
be repeated at 3 or 4 week inter­ 
vals throughout the summer with 
good results.

Grop Reporting 
Service Tells 
Spring Indications 


A report from the Illinois Crop 
Reporting Service, as summariz 'd 
by the Farm Bureau office, indi­ 
cates the following prospects for 
spring crops. 
Wheat went through the winter 
in rather good shape and there will 
not be much of the acreage aban­ 
doned. While the wheat crop last 
year was the largest on record and 
the price very low, the redaction in 
acreage last fall was very' large, 
with a heavy compliance with the 
AAA in the wheat areas which 
should assist some in partly re­ 
storing the price. 
During 
tho 
past year wheat 
farm ers suffered as severely' from 
price reductions as the dairy Tann­ 
ers are experiencing at the present 
time. Farm er’s stocks of corn are 
the largest on record also. Com­ 
pliance with the AAA indicates 
that there will be a considerable 
reduction in corn acreage this next 
year. 
The increase 
in the pig 
crop 
would indicate that a lot of the 
ogs. Hog 
raisers are warned to keep their 
pigs coming oil as rapidly' as they' 
eau in order to strike an early 
market. It is not improbable that 
most hog raisers w ill have the same 
idea and we will see 
an 
early' 
break on hog prices this next fall. 
Stocks of oats and soybeans are 
large. 
I’lant 
growth 
over 
tho 
state has been retarded by the cool 
spring. Field work over tho state 
is well advanced. Oat seeding is 
one-half completed as cf April I, 
computed to 2 5'J for the past two 
seasons. Iii the northern part of 
the state, of course, very little oats 
have been seeded. 
Pasture 
conditions 
are 
about 
1860 or 4rr above a year ago, yet 
‘J points above average. Milk pro­ 
duction is reported at 15.9 lbs. as 
against 15 lbs. a year ago, with a 
IO year average of 14.4 lbs. Egg 
production is slightly larger than 
a year ago; averages are slightly 
higher than a year ago. 


Dairy Herd 
Proves Value of 
Longtime Testing 


Nearby Farm May 
Have World’s Record In 
22 Years oI* Testing 


Cook county farm ers who de­ 
sire long-time proof of the value 
of dairy herd improvement asso­ 
ciation activities have no farther 
to look than the Maywood Farm , 
Hebron, .McHenry county', which 
has just finished 22 years of con­ 
tinuous testing, it is pointed out 
by Farm Adviser, C. A. Hughes. 
The herd holds what is thought to 
be a world’s record for long dis­ 
tance high production. 


The record of the Maywood Farm 
herd will serve as an inspiration 
to the Cook county' farm ers who 
are enrolling iii dairy herd im­ 
provement association work as a 
, result of the campaign that is now 
j under way in Cook and nine other 
(counties to enroll IO per cent of 
j all cows in such groups. Assisting 
I in the campaign are farm advis­ 
ers, interested dairymen, dairy or­ 
ganizations and the extension ser­ 
vice of the College of Agriculture, 
University of Illinois. 


During the past 22 years, the 
Maywood Farm herd has averaged 
11,762 pounds of milk and 423.2 
pounds of butter fat a cow, it is 
reported by Kenneth Goldy, tes­ 
ter for the McHenry County No. 
2 Association. 


Careful 
attention 
to 
breeding 
and feeding programs has been 
responsible for the 22-year suc­ 
cessful production record, he said. 
The 1938 production for this herd 
managed by James Cornua was 11,- 
571

The completion of the 1938 testing 
information made IO consecutive 
j years that the Maywood herd av- 
j eraged more than IOO pounds of 
butterfat.

Say Hatcheries 


“ During the past three or four 
years the poultryman who has paid 
close attention to his business Tias 
made money,” states Farm Advis­ 
er C. A. Hughes. “As a m atter of 
fact, many farm ers in Cook county 
are missing a good source of in­ 
come from poultry by not paying 
enough attention to this industry'. 
Recently the publicity' people of 
the Illinois Agricultural Associa­ 
tion visited a farm in Cook county 
where pictures were made of their 
poultry enterprise. 


“Their reports, which were kept 
in cooperation with the University 
of Illinois, on a flock of 700 hens, 
showed a net profit of $1.47 per 
hen. 
This means that after the 
labor, depreciation on 
buildings, 
feed costs, costs of raising pullets, 
and all items of expense are added 
iii along with death losses, this 
flock netted $1,000.00. We believe 
that poultry is an enterprise that 
will respond to good care and it 
will lose heavily along with bad 
care.” 


Poultry hatching has been in­ 
creased very considerably during 
the past spring. The Illinois Crop 
Reporting Service states that ISM 
more chicks were hatched in March 
this year than last year. Orders 
from April I called for 24f/r more 
chicks than the same date last 
year. 
Moreover this is the sixth 
consecutive month since the begin­ 
ning of this last hatching season 
in which the number of chicks 
hatcheries have put out, has ex­ 
ceeded the number hatched in the 
same months of 
the 
preceding 
year. 
Hatcheries are inclined to 
be a little bit skeptical and are 
attem pting to 
hold down 
their 
hatchings as much ns 
possible, 
realizing that a large overproduc­ 
tion will be injurious to the in­ 
dustry. 
“ Poultry is the outstanding en­ 
terprise,” continues Farm Adviser, 
Hughes, “That is overdone and un­ 
derdone. When poultry is paying 
J good a lot of back yard farm ers 
go in for poultry'. 
It takes just 
about one year to clean them out 
and wipe the surplus out. Further­ 
more, it takes more care and atten­ 
tion to get good results from poul­ 
try than from any other form of 
business, unless it would be tho 
production of vegetables and flow­ 
ers under glass. 
“Poultry 
requires 
exceptional 
care, because a little slip will often 
ruin a whole season’s profit. There­ 
fore, we do not hesitate to say that 
the average farm er who is willing 
to pay' close attention to poultry 
can expect to get a flock of at least 
500 birds and realize substantial 
income from them in this terri­ 
tory'. 
“Poultry is one of the enterprises 
where proximity to market is in­ 
valuable. 
People like fresh eggs 
and there is no end or the possi­ 
bilities of such marketings iii Cook 
county. We hope in the next year 
to assist as many farm ers as we 
can in setting up a profitable poul­ 
try' business. Curiously’, Hie south­ 
ern part of Illinois, which is de­ 
void of possibilities for producing 
grain, has gone into the poultry 
I business and is rather prosperous.”
